The  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company  heretofore  purchased  a  majority  of  the 
capital  stock  and  all  of  the  bonds  of  the  Stony  Clove  and  CatskiU  Mountain  Railroad 
Company  and  Kaaterskill  Railroad  Company.  Through  what  appears  to  have  been  an 
error  the  bonds  purchased  by  the  Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad  Company  were  then 
cancelled  and  the  mortgage  satisfied  of  record,  and  no  new  security  in  place  of  them 
then  issued,  and  this  amount  was  carried  directly  to  the  profit  and  loss  account  instead 
of  showing  as  an  Indebtedness  to  the  Ulster  and  Delaware.

The  Pine  Creek  Railway  Company. 

The  Pine  Creek  Railway  Company  was  incorporated  as  the  Jersey  Shore  Pine  Creek 
and  Buffalo  Railway  Company.  February  17,  1870,  by  an  act  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  page  149  of  the  Laws  of  1870.  The  name  was  changed  to  the  Pine 
Creek  Railway  Company  by  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Tioga  county, 
Pennsylvania,  February  6,  1884.  It  was  leased  to  the  Fall  Brook  Coal  Company  on 
December  18,  1882,  for  the  term  of  twenty  ye&rs  from  June  30,  1883,  the  date  of  the 
completion  of  the  road.  This  lease  was  modified  by  a  new  agreement  dated  May  12, 
1892,  covering  the  unexpired  term  of  the  original  lease,  namely,  eleven  years.  Under 
the  contract  of  April  11,  1899,  the  lease  was  canceled,  and  the  property  leased  to  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  from  May  1,  1899,  for  a  term 
of  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  years,  ending  April  80,  2898, 

Syracuse  Geneva  and   Corning  Railway  Company. 

The  Syracuse  Geneva  A.  Corning  Railway  Company  was  formed  as  of  October  1.  1886, 
by  the  consolidation  of  a  previously  existing  company  of  the  same  name,  chartered 
August  27,  1876,  and  the  Penn  Yan  &  New  York  Railroad  Company,  chartered  August 
24.  1877. 

The  property  of  the  Syracuse  Geneva  ft  Coming  Railway  Company  had  been  leased  to 
the  Fall  Brook  Coal  Company  for  twenty  years  from  October  1.  1881. 

On  May  12,  1892,  a  new  lease  to  the  Coming  Cowanesque  ft  Antrim  Railway  Company 
became  operative  and  remained  in  force  until  May  1,  1899,  when  under  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  dated  April  11,  1899,  the  lease  of  1892  was  canceled,  and  the  property  leased 
to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  from  May  1,  1899,  for 
the  term  of  its  cornorate  existence. 

THE  Pall  Brook  Railway  Company. 

The  Fall  Brook  Railway  Company  was  organized  July  1,  1892,  as  successor,  by  change 
of  name,  to  the  Coming  Cowanesque  ft  Antrim  Railway  Company. 

The  Corning  Cowanesque  and  Antrim  Railway  Company  had  been  organized  January 
2,  1873,  under  the  laws  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  its  constituent  companies  hav- 
ing been  the  Blossburg  and  Coming  Railroad  Company,  the  Wellsboro  and  Lawrenceville 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Cowanesque  Valley  Railroad  Company. 

The  Blossburg  and  Coming  Railroad  Company  succeeded  to  the  franchise  of  the  Tioga 
Coal.  Iron,  Mining  and  Manufacturing  Company,  which  had  been  Incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York,  Chapter  191,  1828,  with  power  to  construct  slack- 
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vater  nayigation.  Thia  Incorporation  waa  amended  by  Chapter  81,  Lawa  of  188S,  author- 
izing the  conBtruction  of  a  railroad.  Under  Chapter  90,  of  the  Laws  of  1851.  the  name  waa 
changed  to  the  Coming  and  Bloaaburg  Railroad  Company.  It  waa  Bold  at  sheriff's  sale 
and  reorganised  March  19,  1854,  under  the  name  of  the  Bloesburg  and  Coming  Railroad 
Company.    It  is  wholly  in  the  state  of  New  York. 

The  Wellsboro  and  LawrenceviUe  Railroad  Company  was  organised  under  act  of 
Legislature  approved  April  2,  1867.    It  is  wholly  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Cowanesque  Valley  Railroad  Company  waa  organized  by  act  of  Legislature  of 
Pennsylvania,  approved  April  9,  1869.    It  is  wholly  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania. 

Under  date  of  April  11,  1899,  the  property  of  the  Fall  Brook  Railway  Company  was 
leased  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  for  nine  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  years  from  May  1,  1899.     *

On  August  1,  1898,  this  road  with  all  of  its  personal  property,  real  estate  and  cash 
surplus  was  sold  to  W.  K.  Niyer,  of  Syracuse,  and  a  new  Board  of  Directors  was 
elected.  The  bonded  debt  of  the  company  now  consists  of  $100,000  five  per  cent,  first 
mortgage  Sinking  Fund  Bonds,  secured  by  a  first  lien  upon  all  the  property,  rights 
and  franchises  of  the  company.  These  bonds  have  been  Issued  to  retire  old  liens 
amouniting  to  $30,000  to  extend  track,  purchase  property  of  boat  company, 
build  a  new  depot,  also  dock  and  pier  for  loading  ice,  and  to  otherwise  extend  the 
railroad.  The  new  management  increased  the  capital  stock  and  bonded  debt  of  the 
company  to  $100,000  each,   and  increase  was  charged  to  cost  of  road  and  equipment.

Main  line  from  the  Bay  of  New  York,  neaj*  foot  of  Tblrty-eigbtb  street,  in  Borough  of 
Brooklyn,  city  of  New  York,  parallel  with  Thirty-eighth  street  (on  its  own  property)  to 
junction  of  Thirty-eighth  street  near  Ninth  avenue,  with  what  was  the  town  of  New 
Utrecht,  about  one  mile,  laid  with  double  track  steel  66  and  67  pound  rails  and. stone 
ballast. 

During  the  year  of  1894  this  company  secured  an  additional  franchise  from  the  last 
named  point  through  what  was  the  towns  of  New  Utrecht,  Flatbush  and  Flatlands 
(afterwards  incorporated  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn),  and  through  the  Twenty-sixth  ward 
of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  all  now  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  city  of  New  York,  to  the 
westerly  line  of  the  then  town  of  Jamaica,  near  Liberty  avenue,  about  eight  additional 
miles.    No  work  of  any  nature  has  been  done  upon  this  additional  line. 

During  the  past  year  this  company  graded  and  laid  some  7-10  of  a  mile  of  additional 
tracks  and  switches,  between  Second  avenue  and  the  Bay  of  New  York,  and  built 
two  long  covered  platforms  for  use  of  passengers  at  that  point  and  erected  two  ad- 
ditional water  towers. 

The  rail  used  was  66- pound  steel,  and  about  3,000  ties  laid  in  new  and  old  work.

Dorinc  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1899,  the  land  necessary  for  the  connection 
with  the  New  York  and  Brooklyn  Bridge  was  acquired,  and  the  connection  itulf  was 
eonstructed  and  opened  for  business. 

New  electric  and  other  equipment,  consisting  of  21  passenger  coaches  and  20  motor 
ears,  each  equipped  with  4  100-horse  power  electric  motors,  were  completed  and  put 
Into  use.  Side  doors  and  grip  attachments,  prescribed  by  the  contract  with  the 
bridge  trustees  and  necessaar  fos  the  crossing  of  the  bridge  by  the  trains  of  the 
elcTated  road,  were  applied  to  60  of  the  old  passenger  coaches  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  electric  third  rail  was  laid  along  the  road  at  points  of  heayy  grade,  the 
necessary  current  being  supplied  from  outside  sources. 

Modifications  of  the  contract  of  August  23,  1897.  with  the  bridge  trustees,  were 
insisted  upon  by  the  bridge  commissioner,  resulting  in  a  provisional  arrangement  tor 
operation  under  largely  increased  charges. 

The  service  across  the  bridge  was  begun  November  1,  1898,  and  has  been  since  con- 
tinues with  various  modifications  of  time  schedules.  Simultaneous  with  the  running  of 
through  trains  to  New  York  city  the  traffic  of  the  road,  which  had  been  seriously 
encroached  upon  during  the  time  that  the  trolley  lines  alone  were  crossing  the  bridge, 
was  rapidly  recovered. 

The  mileage  of  single  track  gained  bv  the  bridge  connection  was  901.8  feet. 

On  July  6,  1899,  all  the  property  of  the  Kings  Oounty  Blevated  Railway  Company 
was  sold  under  foreclosure  proceedings,  and  at  the  close  of  July,  James  H.  Frothing- 
ham,  recelrer  of  the  company,  turned  over  the  property  to  the  Kings  County  Blevated 
Railroad  Company,  he  continuing  to  pay  the  liabilities  and  collect  the  assets  existing 
July  81,  1889.    The  receiver  operated  the  road  for  the  month  of  July,  1899.

Buffalo  and  Lfickport  Railway  was  organized  May  8,  1898,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  operating  a  street  surface  railroad  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of 
persons  and  property  for  compensation  between  Hertel  avenue,  in  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
K.  Y.,  to  and  into  the  city  of  Lockport,  N.  Y.  It  was  the  purpose  of  the  company  to 
purchase  the  railroad  and  property  of  the  Lock  City  BHectric  Railroad,  in  the  city  of 
Lockport,  and  the  railroad  of  the  Buffalo,  Kenmore  and  Tonawanda  Railway  Company, 
in  the  village  and  town  of  Tonawanda,  Brie  county,  and  connect  them  together  by 
leasing  the-  track  and  road  of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company  between  North  Tonawanda 
and  Lockport;  also,  one  mile  of  track  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  constructed  by  the  Buffalo 
Traction  Company. 

The  properties  mentioned  have  been  acquired,  connected  and  put  in  operation.  The 
operation  of  the  through  line  to  Buffalo  commenced  August  15,  1898,  since  which  time 
the  road  has  been  continuously  in  operation.

completion  of  the  road  and  equipment  had  to  be  made  and  it  became  necessary  to 
Increase  the  capital  stock  from  $175,000  to  $200,000,  and  the  bonded  indebtedness  was 
also  Increased  from  $175,000  to  $250,000,  thereby  necessitating  new  issues  of  bonds  and 
stock.  The  reorganization  committee  sold  the  road  to  the  present  company  for  the 
amount  of  the  bonds  and  stock,  and  at  the  same  time  agreed  with  the  new  company 
that  it  would  complete  the  construction  of  the  road,  and  the  proper  equipment  thereof 
and  maintain  the  deficiencies  in  operation  until  the  road  was  so  completed." 

Tbe  underground  crossing,  or  subway,  to  connect  the  two  ends  of  the  road  was 
bes^n  on  August  22,  1898,  and  the  first  car  was  run  through  March  19,  1899.  The  road 
has  been  equipped  with  new  open  cars,  and  new  closed  cars  are  now  building.

This  company  was  organized  March  12,  1893;  the  Kings  County  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany was  organized  November  29,  1892;  the  Coney  Island,  Fort  Hamilton  &  Brooklyn 
Railroad  Company  was  organized  January  27,  1892;  and  the  Union  Railroad  Company 
of  the  city  ol  Brooklyn  was  organized  June  19,  1884. 

In  April,  1894,  the  Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company  acquired  a  practically  exclusive 
right  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  three  above  named  companies  in  perpetuity,  and  all 
four  of  the  said  railroad  companies  .entered  into  a  construction  contract  under  which 
their  roads  were  to  be  built  and  equipped  for  $6,000,000  of  the  first  mortgage  bonds, 
and  $6,000,000  cf  the  capital  stock  .of  this  company. 

The  construction  was  begun  in  May,  1894.  but  owing  to  legal  difflculties  the  road  was 
not  opened  until  July  28,  1896,  and  then  only  in  part. 

By  lease  dated  March  4,  1896,  taking  effect  April  4,  1896,  the  Nassau  Electric  Rail- 
road Company  leased  for  a  term  of  969  years  the  Atlantic  Avenue  Railroad,  including 
the  Brooklyn,  Bath  &  West  End  Railroad,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $150,000,  payable 
semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  until  January  1.  1898.  and 
thereafter  $180,000,  in  addition  to  all  taxes  and  interest  on  debt  not  exceeding  $6,600,000. 

By  a  temporary  arrangement,  terminable  on  short  notice,  this  company  operated, 
until  time  of  merger,  the  railroad  of  the  United  Railroad  Company  known  as  the 
Park  Avenue  Line,  tfnder  this  arrangement  this  company  paid  by  way  of  rental  one- 
half  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  line,  if  any. 

On  November  6,  1897,  this  company  leased  for  a  term  of  999  years  the  constructed 
portions  of  the  railroad  of  the  Ooney  Island  &  Oravesend  Railway  Company,  together 
with  some  additional  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  on  streets  where  railroads  had 
not  been  built,  the  conditions  of  the  lcas&  being  that  the  Nassau  Company  pay  the 
entire  cost  of  construction  of  such  leased  portions  of  the  Oravesend  Road,  and  also  at 
the  expiration  of  five  years,  or  sooner,  the  sum  of  $150,000,  together  with  interest  on 
said  sum  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  (5%). 

By  contracts  dated  August  23,  1897,  and  September  29.  1897,  between  the  trustees  of 
the  New  York  &  Brooklyn  Bridge  and  this  company,  the  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad 
Oompany,  .the  Brooklyn  City  &  Newtown  Railroad  Company  and  the  Coney  Island  & 
BrooKlyn  Railroad  Company,  respectively,  the  above  railroad  companies  secured  the 
Joint  right  to  operate  cars  over  said  bridge.  The  expense  of  all  construction  work  was 
to  be  borne  by  the  railroad  companies  in  proportions  to  the  number  of  cars  to  be 
operated  by  them,  and  a  tax  of  five  cents  (5c.)  per  trip  was  to  be  paid  to  the  city  for 
each  car  operated  over  the  bridge.  Regular  passenger  service  was  commenced  on 
February  16.  1898. 

On  August  1,  1898,  the  Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company  merged  the  Kings  County 
Electric  Railway  Company,  the  Coney  Island,  Fort  Hamilton  &  Brooklyn  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  the  Union  Railroad  Company  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 

In  January.  1899,  the  company  underwent  voluntary  re-organizatlon,  having  for  its 
object  the  simplification  of  its  organization,  the  payment  of  floating  debt  Incurred 
principally  for  construction,  and  the  reduction  of  fixed  charges.  The  capital  stock  was 
Increased  from  $6,000,000  to  $16,000,000.  of  which  $6,500,000  is  preferred  four  per  cent. 
(4%)  cumulative  stock  and  $8,600,000  is  common  stock.  At  the  same  time  $16,000,000 
consolidated  mortgage  four  per  cent.  (4%)  bonds  were  authorized,  of  which  $11,000,000 
were  to  retire  prior  lien  bonds  of  the  Nassau,  Atlantic  Avenue  and  Brooklyn,  Bath  A 
West  End  Railroad  Companies,  $2,600,000  were  used  pursuant  to  the  plan  of  re-organ« 
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izatlon,  and  $1,600,000  were  reserved  in  the  treasury  for  future  additions  and  tan- 
provementa.  Of  these  consolidated  four  per  cent.  (4%)  mortgage  bonds  |8,946,M0  bi^ft 
thus  far  been  issued.  By  virtue  of  this  re-organization  the  company  became  the  owner 
of  all  the  capital  stock  of  the  Atlantic  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  including  the 
Brooklyn,  Bath  &  West  End  Railroad  Company,  and  the  United  Railroad  Company. 

On  January  26,  1899,  the  Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company  merged  the  Atlantic 
Avenue  Railroad  Company,  which  had  previously  merged  the  Brooklyn.  BaUi  A  Wait 
End  Railroad  Conutany. 

On  January  26,  1899,  the  Nassau  Electric  Railroad  Company  merged  the  United  Rail- 
road Comuany. 

By  leaae  effective  April  1,  1899,  this  company  was  leased  for  one  year  to  the 
Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  Company,  the  latter  paying  as  rental  $150,000  per  annnni; 
in  addition  to  all  fixed  charges,  taxes  and  insurance. 

The  present  report  is  that  of  an  operating  company  for  nine  (9)  months  to  March  31. 
1899,  and  of  a  lessor  company  for  three  (3)  months  to  June  SO,  1899.

(Date  of  charter,  October  1,  1890.) 


For  history  of  organization,  etc.,  see  Report  of  1897. 

The  Niagara  Falls  and  Lewiston  Railroad  Company,  through  a  majority  of  Its  Board 
<of  Directors,  made  an  application  February  16,  1899,  to  the  Supreme  Court,  for  the  dis- 
solution of  the  corporation,  on  the  ground  of  its  insolvency. 

Joseph  R.  Megrue,*  of  New  York  city,  was,  on  that  day,  appointed  temporary  re- 
ceiver of  the  road. 

In  proceeding  with  the  Receivership  he  found  that  the  floating  indebtedness  had  be- 
come so  large,  and  the  roadbed  was  in  such  a  bad  condition,  that  on  May  10,  1899, 
being  unable  to  raise  money  on  Receiver's  certificates,  he  resigned  his  trust,  and 
the  Supreme  Court  appointed  Godfrey  Morgan,  formerly  of  New  York  city,  temporary 
Receiver  in  his  stead. 

Godfrey  Morgan  made  an  application  for  leave  to  sell  all  of  the  rights,  privileges, 
franchises  and  properties  of  the  Niagara  Falls  and  Lewiston  Railroad  Company,  sub- 
ject to  the  mortgage  securing  an  issue  of  one  million  dol^lars  of  bonds.  The  road 
-was  thereupon,  pursuant  to  a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court,  sold  at  the  office  of  the 
sheriff  of  Niagara  county,  on  May  23,  1899.  Herbert  P.  Bissell,  of  Buffalo.  N.  Y.. 
became  the  purchaser  of  the  road  and  organized  a  new  company,  the  Niagara  Gorge 
Railroad  Company,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  3. of  the  Stock  Corporation 
r*aw.
